It's not al- 
ways necessary to shampoo 
the carpets, but that's a nice 
touch. This also means wipe 
down cabinets, inside and 
out.

#3: TURN OFF SHUT-OFF 
VALVES 


If you have disconnected 
a washer, for example, make 
sure the shut-off value is 
completely turned off be- 
cause a small drip, drip, can 
eventually flood a home.
